L ondon, July l l —Disraeli's treaty be­ 
tween England and Turkey is generally 
recognized as a brilliant stroke of policy, 
though his tiyala do not fully accept its 
solid wisdom. But its boldness and origi­ 
nality command admiration, and add to the 
author’s reputation. It tickles British van­ 
ity. Cyprus is a new whistle, but It re­ 
mains to be seen whether the assump­ 
tion of protectorate over Asiatic Turkey Is 
not too high a price to pay tor it. Home 
maintain that its real significance is that 
England obtains by it a sortot pre-emption 
claim to the region thus protected, to be 
perfected by logical sequence of the luture 
extinction of the Turkish power. Evident­ 
ly the Prime Minister had no other real 
aim than this. Certainly he has obtained 
at Berlin nothing of value to England. 
The establishment of the line of Euro­ 
pean Turkey at tho Balkans with the right 
to fortify Us passes, is generally declared 
by military authorities to be an element of 
weakness to Turkey instead of strength; 
because as a line of military defense it Is a 
delusion and a snare. While Varna, Schu- 
inia, Sophia, and the Etropel Pass remain 
in Bulgaria’s hands, European Turkey 
must always be an easy prey to tho Rus­ 
sian invaders.

Now, sir, I am not known 
as a swift defender of Democratic Con­ 
gresses, but I do say "give the devil his 
due," whether in Congress or out of it. 
This is the third Congress in which I have 
had the honor to hold a seat ; the first Re­ 
publican, the last two Democratic ; and I 
undertake to say, what, lf I do not know I 
do most sacredly believe, that tbe world 
may be defied to show that any measure of 
public importance has been passed through 
The city is filled with strangers * cuber branch of any of these Congresses 
by the direct use of money or tbe corrupt­ 
ing influence of the lobby. These things 
exist more in the sensational imaginings of 
newspaper writers and the credulity of 
their readers than in actual facts. I do not 
aay that they never occur, bat I do believe 
that they are the rare exceptions rather 
than the rale. 
Why, sir, look at the ‘Tom Scott subsi­ 
dies," so called. For tbe last two or three 
Congresses rumor bad it that these projects 
were backed by a million or a million and 
a half of dollars ready to be expended in 
their passage, and we know that these halls 
and corridors were crowded with lobbyists 
pushing these schemes by every device 
known to the guild. 
Yet what was tbe 
result ? Let the record speak, and it will 
fell you that whenever a vote was reached 
upon any one of these measures it was 
crushed 
under 
overwhelming 
defeat. 
Why ? Because, sir, the people and not 
the "money-klngs" rule in this country 
yet. Look at the legislation of this very 
session of Congress, not in the direction of 
Its political unwisdom or lack ot states­ 
manship or botches or blunders upon 
practical affairs, expressed in financial co­ 
nundrums and tariff nightmares, but lo the 
line of being venal or corrupt. Everybody 
knows that Jay Gould, Tom Scott and 
John Roach, the very gods of tbe Ameri­ 
can lobby, have sat in these galleries all 
winter watching their various schemes, 
and have waited only to see them crushed 
at last like egg shells in the grasp of the 
people’s Representatives. 
Why was this? It was not because these 
men lacked money, power, or influence, 
for over these they wielded a command 
vaster than many of the potentates of E u­ 
rope; but it was because the American 
people stood behind the American Repre­ 
sentative, and, it no better than other men, 
he at least saw the handwriting on tbe 
wall and heeded it, and heeded it to such 
an extent that in this session, sir, there hat 
been far more danger from downright 
demagogies^ than from venal and corrupt 
legislation. So much is this the case that 
admeasure like the Northern Pacific, than 
which, in my judgment, nono more merito­ 
rious has come before this Congress, is in 
danger of going down with the rest. The 
night air is loaded here with shrieks that 
Congress in financial matters obeys only 
the behest of the money power. 
Now 
lodk at the passage of the silver bill. Where 
or when was capital, power, or influence, 
ever messed In like proportion against a 
measure before ? The opposition drew its 
weapsns trom the pulpit, tbe schools and 
universities,

Mr 
Speaker, I think it was Macau ley who said 
in the great discussion upon the parlia­ 
mentary reform bill of 1830-31 that tbe ob 
stinacy of rulers was tbe opportunity of 
demagogues; that tbe people, when repuls 
ed by those to whom they were accustom­ 
ed to look for relief, naturally turned to un­ 
principled agitators and political charla­ 
tans, and that where a considerable num­ 
ber ot tbe people had or fancied they had a 
real grievance, it was better to give them 
a respectful and considerate hearing, even 
though it might be impossible to afford 
them relief; and In enforcing this view 
upon Parliament he cited an instance in 
ancient English history where one hundred 
thousand armed Insurgents assembled upon 
Black Heath demanding a leader; when 
the king himself appeared upon the scene, 
and, inquiring the cause ot their grievances, 
responded; "I will be your l e a d e r and, 
yielding something to their demands, saved 
his realm from riot and pillage. 
Now, sir, while Congress is neither king 
nor mler, but the servant of the people, 
there 19 no dis piisiog the fact that for a 
year and more the laboring masses of this 
country have been looking to congress with 
a patience amounting almost to faith that 
it would do something to relieve their 
w ants; and if this long session shall finally 
close, having done nothing in this direc­ 
tion, we may well remember the force of 
the old proverb: "Beware of tbe wrath of 
a patient mao." It is just here, Mr. Speaker, 
that an American mob to more dangerous 
than any other on earth. Those who com­ 
pose it are more accustomed to obey law, 
have greater reverence for established in­ 
stitutions, and an abiding iaith in tbe ulti­ 
mate justice of the Government.

American,artisan be made to walk to and 
from bis labor between rows of bristling 
steel. Reason and the assent of the masses 
are tbe fount of power which sends the 
life-blood conning .through the veins of 
this nation. In dealing wtth oar form of 
government or legislating for it let us not 
ignore the vital condition of its existence. 
Macaulay,again, said: 
I understand how the peace la kept st New 
York; it I* by the assent sad support of the peo­ 
ple. i understand also hew the peace is kept at 
Milan; it ie by the bayonets of the Austrian sol­ 
dier*. 
Sir, may we never accept the latter and

this House. But the difficult question is 
what can Congress legitimately do to grant 
reliei? Congress sustains something of tbe 
same relation to the whole country that a 
board of councilmen does to a city. Nei­ 
ther can produce good times by tbe enact­ 
ment of a law or the passage of a resolu­ 
tion. Law regulates but does not create. 
Congress has not a dollar at his command 
that it does,not draw from the people. And 
nothing creates values or pays debts but 
labor. Therefore every obligation incurred 
or appropriation of money made is a 
mortgage upon labor. 
Congress has no 
right to squander the money which it 
holds in trust for the whole people, ei­ 
ther upon the rich or the poor. And lf it 
has done this heretofore two wrongs do not 
make a right. 
A great statesman said: 


Tho end of government la not directly to make 
the people rich, bat to .protect them In making 
themselves neb; and a government which at­ 
tempts more than thl* I* precisely the govern­ 
ment which is likely to perform lese. 
Govern­ 
ments do not and cannot support the people. 
We have no miraculous powers; we have not 
the rod of the Hebrew law-giver; we cannet rain 
down bread on the multitude from heaven; we 
cannot smite the rock and give them drink. We 
can give them only freedom to employ their in­ 
dustry to the best advantage, andsecurityin the en 
joyinent of what their industry has acquired * * 
by prsseriHng peace, by destroying monopoles, by 
taking away unnecessary public trurdens, and bu 
judiciously distributing necessary public burdens. 
There, Mr. Speaker, Is the whole end 
and 
power of Government in a 
nut­ 
shell. We here are the agents and ser­ 
vants of the whole people and there Is the 
line and chart of our powers. 
There are 
some millions of men out of employ in this 
country. W hat can we do ? First, we can 
treat them respectfully and hear them pa­ 
tiently. We ccm recognize them as cov­ 
ered by a common distress which now 
overspreads the civilized world and which 
legislation alone cannot avert.
